Applicant states that Oh does not teach an 'array architecture', when in fact on page 4 (abstract) of the dissertation Oh recites, 'a two 
dimensional scalable array configuration Is designed for a large scale implementation of a fully connected recurrent neural network with 
learning.' Office Action stands 

'Interface' is not mentioned within the claims. 'Timing issues' is not mentioned within the claims. Applicant claims Oh stores weights *off 
chip' without a reference to a specific claim. Page 126 of Oh states that the capacitor Is stored in the outside area of the chip which is 
not 'off chip.' Office Action stands. 
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
